An estimated 3.000 students signed 
petitions asking the university be 
kept open even if desegregated. The 
petitions are to be presented to the 
legislature. 
Sixteen students signed a telegram

segregation” and opposition to the 
entrance of the two Negro students.

Soviets Ask

Algerian Program 
Falls Short Of 
DeGaulle’s Hopes

PA R IS (A P )—President Charles 
de Gaulle’s Algerian program won 
the approval of 56.61 per cent of 
France's voters Sunday, short of 
the 65 per cent the president re­ 
portedly hoped for. 
Although 
abstentions

“ yes” vote below the endorsement 
De Gaulle sought, there was every 
indication 
the 
president 
would 
consider the outcome in the three- 
day referendum as a mandate to 
push ahead with his program. 
De Gaulle has promised more 
self-government at once for the 
North African territory and its 
Moslem m ajority and a self-de­ 
termination referendum when the 
6-year-old nationalist rebellion is 
ended. 
When counting in Algeria was 
halted for the night. 67.6 per cent 
of the votes cast were in favor of 
De Gaulle's program, but absten­ 
tions — the result of a boycott 
urged by both diehard French co­ 
lonials and the nationalist rebels 
—were running as high as 40 per 
cent in some of the territory’* IS 
departments.

against De Gaulle in only one de­ 
partment—Oran, a hotbed of co­ 
lonialism and rebel nationalism as 
well. 
De Gaulle had said he would 
consider an abstention as a vote 
against him and hinted he would 
resign if he did not get a solid 
endorsement. But Prem ier M ichel 
Debre in a midnight TV appear 
ance claim ed a great victory for 
the government and said exultant­ 
ly, “ What a feeling of rallying, 
unity and strength the nation bas 
shown, rising above those who 
work to divide.” 
The Constitutional 
Council re­ 
ported this vote in France: regis­ 
tered voters 26,847,953, ballots cast 
20,809,029, yes 15,198,714, no 4,996,- 
507, void ballots 613,808. 
The polling was generally quiet 
in France. But in Algeria rebel 
attacks or clashes between troops 
and demonstrators resulted in 14 
deaths, bringing the toll for the 
three days of voting there to 29 
dead and scores of wounded.

Democrats End 8 Years Of 
Exile In State Politics

SPRINGFIELD, III. (AP)— This was inauguration day 
for Otto Kerner, and the end of an eight-year exile for the 
Democratic party of Illinois. 
This also was a day that stirred memories of another 
political era in Illinois history— an era in which another 
Otto Kerner played a major role. 
The new governor—Illin o is’ 33rd 
—brought three other Democrats 
with him into control of the State- 
house. Only one Republican was 
among the newly-elected state of­ 
ficers — Charles F. 
Carpenter, 
third term secretary of state. 
At 52, the handsome, youthful- 
looking Kerner claim s an office 
once regarded as the goal of his 
famous faher, Otto Kerner Sr. 
The elder Kerner, who died in 
1962, was twice attorney general 
under Gov. Henry Horner <1932- 
40). 
Springfield was aw hirl

'Mobacracy' In Action 


Democ racy may be at a juncture in 
history where it needs protection from 
its friends as well as its enem ies. 
The disorders in Belgium are a 
painful case in point. 
The sequence of events was sim ple. 
W hen the 
Belgians cut the Congo 
adrift, they were faced with inevitable 
econom ic difficulties at home. To m eet 
them . the present governm ent under 
Prem ier Evskens proposed an ‘‘auster­ 
ity ” legislative program. 
The Belgian Socialists disapproved 
of the program. In protest they called 
a series of strikes which have added 
Up to a near general strike in many 
parts of Belgium . To reinforce their 
«?-omplaints, they have marched in the 
streets and indulged in rioting dis­ 
orders. 
Now it is clear that this is a political 
Strike— aimed at the very least at de­ 
feating the austerity program, and at 
the most at unseating the Evskens gov­ 
ernm ent. 
But is this really the w ay to ac­ 
com plish such ends in a dem ocracy? 
The political strike, the riot, the 
overturning of cars and the stoning of 
shops, are these the processes o f de­ 
m ocracy? 
O f course they are not. They are the 
tactics and strategy of internal w ar­ 
fare. They represent the substitution 
o f violence for the human intelligence. 


They are as reprehensible in the dom es­ 
tic sphere as war is on the international 
scene. 
W hat is truly stunning is that such 
w eapons should be so quickly resorted 
to, and that they should find so m any 
ready hands in tiny Belgium , a nation 
long seen in the w orld’s eyes as one of 
its most orderly dem ocracies. 
The Socialists in Belgium may think 
of them selves as dem ocrats. But they 
have not been living and acting as 
dem ocrats. They have been trying to 
legislate in the streets, with rock and 
m uscle. 
They have been a bad exam ple to 
the supporters of dem ocracy every­ 
w here. They have done no service to 
them selves, to their country, or to the 
cause of freedom . Dem ocracy is not 
mobocracy. 
Every time a “dem ocratic” rioter 
throws a stone through glass, he breaks 
a window in dem ocracy’s threatened 
house. And the wind w hich then w afts 
in is an evil current generated in Com­ 
m unist Russia. 
Are the peoples in the dem ocracies 
thus to do the work of their enem ies? 
In too many instances it would seem so 
— unless they can aw ake to realize that 
dem ocracy is served only by dem ocratic 
processes, not by self-destructive in­ 
ternal warfare such as has plagued the 
Belgians.

Here’s how you can protect your 
child and yourselves with the thought­ 
ful co-operation and assistance of 
your doctor: 
• Request a tracing of the brain 
waves (electro • encephalogram) to 
determine definitely whether or not 
your child Is epileptic. The tracing 
(EEG) is readily obtained without 
the slightest discomfort or risk to the 
child. 
• If the tracing Is normal, you may 
breathe freely though you must bear 
in mind the possibility that the child, 
up to the age of five, may still have 
a convulsive episode at some later 
time if he suffers a fresh infection. 
• If the tracing indicates that your 
child is epileptic, you may take com­ 
fort in tile experiences of Dr. Samuel 
Livingston, director of the Epilepsy 
Clinic at the Johns Hopkins Hospital. 
After 24 yeans of study, Dr. Living­ 
ston recommends regular daily doses 
of anticonvulsive drugs for the child

Years before men actually aet foot on the moon, they will have in their 
bands a complete set of contour maps accurately detailing that side of it 
which la visible from earth. 
Working on this 240,000-mile long-datance 
mapping Job la the Air Force's Aeronautical Chart and Information Center 
in St. Louis. Using the technique of time-lapse photography of shadows 
on the moon, the height of lunar features are calculated to within IOO or 


200 feet—a tremendous improvement over previous efforts. 
The scale of 
a finished map is about the same as thai used on an ordinary earth road 
map. 
Astronomers with the University of Manchester in England and 
Plc-Du-Midi Observatory In France have worked with the Air Force since 
1958 In producing thousands of prunes of the moon.

onrad Adenauer has taken bis place among the 
world's top leaders. 
West Germany's "old man” — or "der alte,” as 
he has been called affectionately —was one Of the 
first political figures with stature to arise from 
the wreckage of Adolf Hitler’s Third Reich, When 
he became Chancellor of tho western half of Ger­ 
many, he assumed leadership over 50 million peo­ 
ple, and became a firm friend of the West. President 
Eisenhower had called him "one of the great states­ 
men of our time," and Winston Churchill once 
described him as "the greatest German statesmen 
since B ism arck.” 
The chancellor began his political career in 1906 


when he entered the city government of Cologne. 
Six years later he became deputy mayor and, in 
1917, at the age of 41 he became lord mayor. 
Bul his career came to a sudden haitin 1933 just 
after Hitler came into power. He was dismissed 
for ordering 
Cologne's 
police to tear down 
swastikas on the city's Rhine bridge. 
During the 12 years of Hiller’s regime, Adenauer 
became, in his own words, "a very good gardener.” 
The war's end found Adenauer in refuge in a 
monastery In the Eifel Mountains, lie returned to 
his native city of Cologne, then in the hands of 
American troops, and became mayor again. In 
1949, he started his first term as Chancellor. 


As mayor of Cologne in 1945, a position restored 
to him when American forces took over the city. 
In 1949, he became first chancellor of tho West German
